Dearer Milk. 

The cost of milk to the city con- 
sumer has taken the usual fall 
jump. It is not easy to regard 
milk as cheap at eight quarts per 
dollar when one recalls that five 
cents used to be the standard 
price for the fluid in Canada. 
However, figures published in 
these columns a few days ago 
showed that Edmonton consum- 
ers get milk cheaper than those 
of most if not all other western 
cities. That is as it should be, for 
there is no district in the west so 
admirably adapted to dairying, or 
where there are so many reasons 
why milk production should be a 
side line on every farm. It will 
also help to reconcile the con- 
sumer to the extra cent to know 
that part of it goes to the man 
who milks the cows. 


Polling Apart or 
Pulling Together? 

Though the Irish negotiations 
have not been broken off, thev 
appear to be stalled, with each 
side waiting for the other to make 
the next move. The tie-up caine 
when DeValera demanded that he 
be allowed to enter the proposed 
conference as the representative 
of an ‘‘independent sovereign 
state.’? That demand Mr. Lloyd 
George refused to accede, as in 
duty and circumstance bound to 
do. The United Kingdom has not 
dismembered yet. 

The final rupture of the nego- 
tiations will not necessarily fol 
low. There is an inconsistency 
between this demand and the re- 
cent statement of the Sinn Fein 
leader which may be significant. 
In that statement Mr. DeValera 
set forth that he was only aiming 
to lay the foundations upon which 
to arrange a more agreeatle 
‘union’? between the people of 
Ireland and those of Great Brit 
ain; and the occasion suggested 
that he was playing for time in 
which to bring his more extreme 
associates to realise the useless- 
ness of standing out for the re 
publican project. 

If that was the case, the nom:

It 
is doubtful in fact if the cattle- 
growing industry in Canada was 
ever quite so much in_ the 
‘‘dumps’’ as it has been since the 
U.S. Congress rushed through an 
emergency bill that killed the 
Chicago market so far as this 
country is concerned and under- 
took to make the prohibition per- 
manent by an upward boost in the 
general tariff. 

The report of the Royal com- 
mission does not remove the em- 
bargo, It does not guarantee that 
the embargo will be lifted. The 
British Government is not bound 
to take its trade policy from the 
Commission, and the embargo is 
a trade measure rather than a 
barrier against disease. That 
Canadian cattle were unhealthy, 
and that their admission would 
endanger the herds of the Old 
| Lands, is only a fiction designed 
to camouflage what is in fact a 


measure of economic ‘‘protec- 
tion’’ to the cattle growers of 
England, Scotland and Ireland 


But it is a fiction that has done 
service for a generation, and it 
may even be made to stand de- 
| spite the exposure of the investi- 
gating tribunal. The agricultural 
interests of the Old Lands are 
less vocal than the industrial 
sections of the community, but 
they are powerful factors in an 
election, and they stand solidly 
against the importation of foreign 
cattle. It will not do to build 
too much on the report of the 
Commission, It is ground for hope, 
but not for too confident assur- 
ance that the embargo will come 
down. 

In itself the finding will be 
hailed with complete satisfaction. 
It does full and ample justice to 
this important branch of Cana 
dian production, In language 
that is clear and emphatic it abol- 
ishes the tradition that our herds 
are rotting with communicable 
disease—the plain implication of 
the embargo.
